Lockley Issues Statemen 
In Controversy Over Pay- 


ment For Lights 


S. L. Lockley. controller for the 


city of New Castle, today issued a 
statement to the public relative to 
the proposal of the city council to 
bring mandamus proceedings against 
him to enforce payment for traffic 
lights purchased last year and which 
now are in operation. His letter fol- 
lows: 


that the Koontz Co. considered this 
a complete purchase and expected 
payment in ful' for same. Upou In- 
vestigating. I found that there had 
never been any advertising for bids 
and so Indicated that I did not con- 
sider the bills legal. The State law 
governing my decision in this case

Dr, Knight Dunlap of the Univer- 


sity of California a; Los Angeles, 
prominent psychologist, formerly of 
Johns Hopkins university, concludes 
that crime is essential to social 
progress, to civilization, in 
fact. 


The professor's thesis would appeal1, 
at this distance, to be a re-state- 
ment of Herbert Spencer, who found 
that the moral and commendable 
act was that which contributed to 
the public welfare. 


Therefore one who breaks a stupid 


or unjust law is a good citizen, al- 
though he may be, by statutory def- 
inition, a criminal. 
Breakers of 


the prohibition law were commended 
by many as aiding the public weal, 
as were industrialists who, in the 
first New Deal, refused to obey re- 
strictive laws on the ground that 
they did not become law until sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 


J. Edgar Hoover, no doubt would 


be in sharp disagreement with Dr. 
Dunlap. It would be hard to con- 
vince him that Walters and Ham- 
ilton, whom his G-men picked up 
in Oklahoma the other day, had 
been advancing civilization. Pos- 
sibly neither the academicians nor 
the' police are the final authority 
on this. One of the most tattered 
of truisms is that "the truth lies 
somewhere in between," but the fact 
is that frequently it does. As to this 
crime business, this observer has 
been most impressed by the views 
of men who have dealt with both 
crime and criminals, but who also 
have plumbed the wider generaliza- 
tions of modern penology. 


I cite that famous Chicago detec- 


tive, Make Mills. 
Burns, Johnson, 


'Walter Howey—any of the old Chi- 
cago newspaper crowd—could tell 
you all about him. In his working 
"days and nights, he was a hard- 
boiled, relentless head of the bomb 
squad, running down criminals and 
locking them up, In his off hours, 
he was a diligent student of the' 
causes of crime and its social or- 
igins and inducements. 
He had his 


own library and laboratory. 
He 


published little or nothing, so far as 
I know, but he associated and 
worked with penologists of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and, unless I am 
mistaken, he has contributed much 
to the case history of modern crim- 
inology. 


Make Mills, arresting a forger, 


back-trailed his prisoner into his- 
tory and this is what he found, 
Our modern system of banking was 
inspired by criminals. Back In the 
days of the Hanseatic League, when 
the 
returning and, incidentally, 


busted nobility was yielding to the 
traders, the caravans of the mer- 
chants were constantly set upon by 
roving bands of robbers. The mer- 
chants took to writing out promises 
to pay, rather than transferring 
money. 
These became negotiable, 


and out of this practice grew the 
modem checking system. 


Make Mills also advanced a the- 


ory that the protection of women 
and 
children 
against 
criminals 


brought about the family as a social 
unit and led to the institution of 
marriage. But this unique detective 
regarded this occasional stimulus of 
crime to progress as merely Inci- 
dental. 
Confirmed and definitely 


classifiable criminals he regarded as 
abnormal, 
as enemies of society 


against whom society must take 
drastic measures to protect itself. 


That law-breakers have aided in 


social advancement, there is no 


question. Witness the Boston Tea 
Party, c'arried through by men who 
unquestionably were guilty 
of 
a 


criminal act under the British law, 
But there is a gulf wider than all 
Blackstonc between these men and 
the daily grist at any police station 
in a great American city. 


Ask any veteran police reporter, 


No matter how alert 3'ou are to so- 
cial implications and derivatives, no 
matter how aware of the blight of 
slums which makes criminals, you 
come to feel that, here, no parade 
past the police blotter, is essential 
and undiluted evil; that, as in the 
ancient Hindu view, evil is defin- 
itely a cosmic force and not merely 
the off-balance of that which makes 
or mars public well-being, as Her- 
bert Spencer had it. 


Many of these men are killers; 


they are drug-vendors who destroy 
the lives or sar.ity of other men; 
they are sadists or beasts of prey, 
with cruel, dark vicious minds; they 
are a menace to every man's safety, 
and to all human society and all 
that it has wrought in -peace, sta- 
bility and aspiration. 
Society must 


defend itself against them or sink 
in violence and utter ruin. . The 
reporter who covers the night police 
beat from the Tenderloin station 
knows this. Ask him if you happen 
to run into him, 


Policemen frequently are brutal- 


ized in handling criminals—report- 
ers, too. for that matter. It would 
do no harm to remove one of these 
Trom the squad room, where he 
mauls some poor wretch on slight 
suspicion, and sentence him to a 
year in Dr. Dur.lap's study. And, 
conversely, Dr, Dunlap might profit 
by a turn as a night police reporter. 


I believe there Is one thing the 


policeman 
and 
the 
psychologist 


would agree upon,' after such an 
exchange professorship. 
I think 


they both would concede that the 
mill-run of humanity is essentially 
normal, with decent ir-stincts and 
a modicum of character and intel- 
ligence; that the "crimes" which 
aid progress and civilization are 
committed 
by men of this type

fire, Perry turned an apparent de- 
feat into one of America's outstand-1 
ing naval victories. 


History relates that Green, though 


a subordinate, summarily demanded 
that Commodore Perry cease stand- 
ing in the row-boat and sit down so 
as not to be such a conspicuous 
target for British gunners. To him 
is attributed the statement: "I may 
be shot for mutiny for disputing my 
commander, but I'd rather be shot 
than to have my commander killed."
